WEIGHING 7,000 

POUNDS SUNDAY 

Six hundred and twenty-nine carp, 
weighing over 7,000 pounds were taken 
from Lake Marie in a seine Sunday. 
The lake was seined by a ' Fox Lake 
concern, which has been awarded a per- 
mit to seine all the lakes of the county. 

The seine used was oyer 3,000 feet 
long and two Btnall gasoline engines 
W'ere used in handling it. 

The carp weighed over 7,000 pounds 
and were placed in large tanks for ship 
ment to Atlantic City ports. "The fish 
will not sell if they are dead when they 
reach the market" said Henry Kerr, 
who witnessed the seining of the lake 
Sunday. One pickerel, weighing 21 
pounds, was caught, but it was thrown 
back into the lake. 

Throughout the week the task of 
seining the lake for carp will be carried 
on, and on next Sunday the fishermen 
will Btart seining in Bluff Lake. The 
Fox Lake concern proposes to seine 
every lake in the county before they 
freeze over.

The Citizens' Association of Chica- 
go Is a non-pnrllsan body.

Robert Greulich, six-year-old son of 
John Greulich, gardner on the estate of 
Carter H. Fitzhugh, of Lake Forest, 
was run over by a steam roller weigh- 
ing eight tons near Westminster ave- 
nue and the electric railroad tracks in 
Lake Forest Saturday afternoon at 
about 3:40 o'clock. Death was instan- 
taneous. Dwight Watson, driver of the 
steam roller, was exonrated of blame at 
an inquest held Sunday afternoon. The 
verdict was that death was accidental. 
Watson had been working on the 
roads at Lake Bluff with the steam rol- 
ler owned by the city of LakeForest and- 
was returning to the latter city when' 
the accident happened. 

He noticed two small boys playing on 
the parkway near the curb. One of 
these was the Grulrich lad. These boys 
ran along beside the big roller. At the 
same time an autombile containing a 
man and three women, approached from 
the south. The driver of the auto 
sounded a warning whistle and the driv- 
er of the steam roller looked in direction 
to make sure that he was giving him 
plenty of room on the road. 

Just as he looked he felt the heavy 
roller puss over some object in the road. 
Watson looked back and was horror- 
stricken to see that he had run over the 
boy. _ 

The man driving the automobile, a 
Mr. Rost, was a witness of the entire 
tragedy and was the principal witness 
at the inquest. He said it would have 
been impossible for Watson to have 
seen the boys in front of the steam rol- 
ler even had he been looking straight 
ahead. 
According to Rost the steam roller 
4 was proceeding very slowly and the 
boys had no trouble in keeping ahead. 
The voungsters, he said, tried to steal 
a ride on a steel beem that extended in 
front of the roller. One of them., 
the Greulrich boy, gained a position on 
the beam, but jumped off when his com- 
panion failed to catch a ride. In get- 
ting down he slipped and fell directly in 
front of the roller. He tried to get out 
of the way but failed.

wilderness of dramatic and picturesque 
and mysterious happenings, which puss 
by unroinurkod In the rush of larger 
things simply because the mind can- 
not follow them all. 

Yet there Is much reason to think 
that the literature and the legends of 
the war will a hundred years from now 
cluster for the most part around Inci- 
dents of which little bus been heard 
as yet, and that little forgotten. Many 
things which have been passed over 
by governments and press and people 
with the barest notice, because more 
Immediate things were occupying the 
attention, will be taken up later by stu- 
dents and found to possess all the 
qualities that make for stories nud 
dramas and legends — and It Is to be 
feared that by the time students get 
down to the minutiae of the war. 
legends will have all but crowded out 
the truth on everything except the ma- 
jor events, and a good many of those. 
Huskies these Incidents, there are 
other mutters the entire truth about 
which is known to one or more chan- 
cellories or war ministries, but has so 
fur been kept secret I**' the censorship, 
for fear of exciting, popular turmoil. 
And there is still a third class of In- 
cidents that have never been adequate- 
ly explained— the truth about which Is 
perhaps known to no one und for 
which perhaps no explanation ever 
will come to light. 

First Aeroplane Raid. 
In this hitter class Is what wus re- 
garded as the tlrst aeroplane raid of 
the war. On August 2, 1011, the day 
after Germany's declaration of war on 
Russia, but before war hud been de- 
clared or hostilities commenced be- 
tween Germany and France — the news 
came from Berlin that a French aero- 
plane hud dropped bombs oh Nurn- 
berg. Now, aerial warfare wus still 
u novelty at thiit tiiiief-Hhe Ilulo- 
Turkish war und the Balkan conflicts 
hud seen the barest beginning of bomb- 
dropping and alr-scoutlng, and the 
news of this raid on a Bavarian city 
aroused considerable Interest. But 
there wus so much news from every- 
where In those first days that it got 
only a few lines, with no detailed ex- 
planutlon except tluit the machine had 
appeured, dropped bombs, which did no 
damage, and had been driven off by 
artillery. The next day came declara- 
tions of war right and left, the Inva- 
sion of Belgium, lighting before Liege ; 
and the air attack on Nurnberg was 
no longer u mutter of interest. 

The recollection of It persisted in 
Germany. It became part of the his- 
tory of the ilrst week of the war; so 
there was some surprise when Ger- 
man semiofficial sources, In a passing 
reference to the incident months Inter, 
called It a Russian aeroplane. Evi- 
dently the Germans themselves didn't 
know where the mysterious filer cuiue 
from. Now, the point of all this lies 
in the locution of Nurnberg— In north- 
ern Bavaria; some 201) miles from the 
nearest point of the French frontier 
and nearly twice as far from the bor- 
der of ltusslan Poland. Flights of 
greater length than this have been 
made during the war; to attack 
Nurnberg from either Verdun or 
Warsaw was not a physical impossi- 
bility. But why Nurnberg? It was 
the only city attacked; the next day 
a French flier wus shot down near the 
German-Dutch frontier, west of Co- 
logne, but there were no. more raids 
Into Germany for more than a year. 
And Nurnberg, this city fur In the In- 
terior, Is known principally for the 
beauties of its medieval streets. It 
Is no military center of Importance — 
or was not before the war. 

Between Nurnberg and the French 
frontier, or Nurnberg and the ltusslan 
frontier, lie railroad centers, mobili- 
sation depots, munition arsenals, base 
fortresses Innumerable; why should a 
single aeroplane pass all these by and 
fly to the very center of Germany to 
drop bombs on monuments of art? 
Even the Germans had not begun to de- 
stroy historic monuments In those days. 
So strange did the Incident appear 
that British and French authorities 
have been inclined to accuse the Ger- 
mans of deliberately Inventing the 
whole thing to arouse feeling against 
France. But apparently many per- 
sons saw bombs dropped, und the Ger- 
mans would hardly have gone so fur 
as this to build up a fictitious story. 
So the world's llrst aeroplane raid Is 
still u mystery, and perhaps It will 
never be known who was the solitary 
iller or whence Ire came.

Mystery of the Far East. 
Another mystery which offers ready- 
made a plot for u marvelous adven- 
ture novel is the fate of Uie eight Ger- 
mans who left Klao-Chau soon after 
the war was declared on an overland 
trlp'through China and Mongolia,, with 
the purpose of blowing up bridges on 
the Siberian rullroad. Already It was 
apparent that the movement of troops 



was hoard of the Germans after the 
news came out that they had started 
on their adventure; so presumably 
ltusslan or .Japanese spies found them 
out, or they were killed by hostile na- 
tives In the more uncivilized regions 
through which their route lay. 

The fate of the German cruiser 
Karlsruhe, which terrorized British 
shipping In "the south Atlantic early 
in the war and won a reputation- sec- 
ond only to that of the Enulen, has 
never been established with anything 
like detlnlteness, although the British 
admiralty bus stilted that It has ev- 
ery reason to believe that the Karls- 
ruhe was sunk In November, J91I. Cer- 
tainly after Unit there were no more 
captures by the cruiser, which had 
taken 17 British merchant ships in the 
tlrst three* months of war, Dozens of 
British warships, Including two or 
three fast und powerful buttle cruls- 
cr#, were combing the Caribbean and 
the south Atlantic for the German 
raider, und if they hud caught her 
they would have blazoned the news far 
and wide. But except for one or two 
Indecisive actions at the very outset 
of the war, the Karlsruhe seems to 
have succeeded In ovudlng a light quite 
successfully. 

The gene nil belief bus been that she 
was wrecked by a storm, and there 
came to Brooklyn the tide of tin un- 
identified skipper, who hud seen her 
hull stranded on one of the Windward 
Islands. Another story, this one from 
Copenhagen; said that she had blown 
up while the crew was at sea. 
Wild Rumors From India. 
There are other features of the 
war's progress which are quite as 
much of a mystery to the general pub- 
lic as those already listed ; but the 
truth about them is known well enough 
to the governments of the countries 
affected, und will perhaps come out 
some years after the war Is over. For 
Instance, the situation In British India. 
Wild rumors from German sources 
told of riots approaching alio dimen- 
sions of revolution in various Indian 
cities, and of Invasions from the Af- 
ghan frontier by tribes stirred up by 
the entrance of the sultan of Turkey, 
the caliph of Moslems, Into the war. 
These were denied vigorously by the 
British, who pointed to the large In- 
dian armies In France and , Mesopo- 
tamia and Fust Africa us an IndlcuUou 
that all was safe at home. Yet there 
wus an Iron censorship on nny news 
out of Indlu ; Americans were not wel- 
comed us travelers, und those who told 
stories of fighting on the border were 
denounced us pro-German liars, until 
u few weeks ago a member of the Brit- 
ish government, speaking In parlia- 
ment, admitted that since the war be- 
gan there had been seven distinct 
raids, "some of them very serious," on 
the northwestern frontier. Evidently 
the danger was over or It would not 
have been mentioned, but there were 
still no details. 

Shall 
lute in 

Ish admitted at least one severe de- 
feut In the fall of 1014. After that all 
the news was of victory — progress by 
various columns of British, Belgians 
and South Africans operating In va- 
rious sections of the country. But, 
despite uninterrupted victories the 
country Is not yet wholly conquered, 
and the fact that there have been two 
changes In the supreme command Is 
sufficient to suggest that much of the 
military history of East Africa will 
make interesting reading when the 
British war office allows It to be 
printed. 

Fate of the Audacious. 
Another mutter with regurd to which 
Britain bus been secretive Is the sink- 
ing of the Audacious, one of the new- 
est and most powerful of superdrend- 
nuughts, which was sunk, presumably 
by a mine, off the northwest const of 
Ireland while [maneuvering with a 
squadron of sister ships October 27, 
1014. To date, the British government 
bus never admitted the loss of this 
ship, although American correspond- 
ents mailed stories describing It, und 
months Inter magazine writers were 
permitted to mention It In some such 
phrasing as "If we add the Audacious, 
which has been reported from Ameri- 
can sources as sunk." 

Presumably the Audacious was sunk 
by a mine laid by a German trawler 
inusquerudlng under a neutral Hug, but 
ut the time there wus much talk of a 
submarine, and even ah attempt to 
pretend that nothing hud happened to 
her more thnn uii accident to the ma- 
chinery, und tluit she wus eventually 
towed Into port and repaired. From 
the p'olnt of view of present Interest 
the chief mystery of the affair Is why 
the British fleet should have been off 
the northwest .coast of Ireland — for 
that It wus there Is indicated not only 
by the presence of the Audacious and 
her sisters, at that time the llrst line 
of the fleet, but' by the reports of pas- 
sengers on the Olympic, who saw sev- 
eral squadrons of drcadnuughts using 



lar vagueness has prevailed of 
i East Africa, where the Brlt- 



Lough Swlliy as a naval huso. It was' 
apparently some time after that that' 
the base of the fleet was removed to 
Scapa Flow, In the Orkneys. 

Tho Missing Grand Vizier. 
Recently reports from allied sources 
have asserted that Suld Hullni, the 
Turkish grand vizier, has been missing 
for more than a year, and that he Is 
believed to have been murdered nt Hie 
Instigation of someone In the. party of 
Enver Bey. This may, of course, be 
merely one of the picturesque ro- 
mances such us those which hud tho 
German crown prince a suicide, in- 
sane or assassinated a dozen times In 
the early days of the war. Again, 
there may be troth in It. The . In- 
trigues of various parties In Constan- 
tinople have been effectually covered 
up in the last two years. 

The major military operations on all 
fronts have been detailed with con- 
siderable fullness, for the lust year, 
but early In the war the censorship, 
particularly that of the British und 
French* was so strict that there wus 
little chance to supplement the biire 
narrative of the progress of events 
with any descriptive stories of tho 
things that were actually taking place. 
The French offensive In Alsace-Lor- 
raine mid the Ardennes In August, 
1014, for instance, must have offered 
a great amount of picturesque materi- 
al, particularly in the districts where 
the French forces were welcomed as 
deliverers, the vanguard of revenge 
for 1871. But the disasters to the al- 
lies at Niiniur, Mons, und Charlerof 
and the resultant retreat to the Miirtto 
took up the public Interest to such mi 
extent that even yet few persons out- 
side of French and German military 
circles know much about the other 
French offensives of the earlier weeks 
of the war, except that there were bat- 
tles ranking with those of 1870 that 
have since become world-famous, and 
that the French were everywhere driv- 
en buck. 

Germans Silent on Victories. 
All Uie -warring nations, us a mutter 
of policy, have suld more thnn was 
necessary about their defeats; but the 
Germans seem to bo the only ones who 
have suppressed Information about 
glorious victories. This Is particularly 
true In Urn ease of Tannenherg, where 
lllndenburg nnnlhllujted the first Rlis- 
slnn armies Invading East Prussia, and 
won his fame and popularity with n 
single victory. Tannenherg wns one 
of the few specimens of the old-fush- 
loned buttle— u conflict between two 
armies, neither of them a part of a 
long line, but maneuvering Independ- 
ently In the open Held and Anally com- 
ing together for a light to the decision 
on ground unhampered by any but the 
most temporary lntrenchments — that 
this war has seen ; and It wns probably 
the largest. Yet next to nothing Is 
known about the details of Tanned* v 
berg, outside of staff circles; the sto- 
ries Unit have grown up In Germany 
of Russians driven by thousands Into 
swamps, where they drowned In mire 
and stagnant witter, hifvb been pro- 
nounced mythical In great degree by 
no less an authority thnn lllndenburg 
himself. On the tlrst anniversary of 
the buttle, an American correspondent 
wrote u fi.OOO-word story of It, but 
presumably on account of tho restric- 
tions of the censorship, ho devoted all 
his time to descriptions of the ter- 
rain, reflections on the historical coin- 
cidence of a great German victory on 
the ground when? the Poles defeated 
the Teutonic knights In 1410, and pro- 
German rhapsodies'* on the turning 
aside of Uie Slav peril. Of the men 
engaged and the men lost ut Tanncn* 
berg, of the strategy und tactics of 
the encounter, of how the buttle was 
actually lost and won, there was al- 
most nothing. 

Tannenherg was a battle as exten- 
sive as Sedan, and as decisive so far 
as the effect on the particular cam--* 
palgn was concerned. And yet almost 
all that Is known of It. after two years, 
Is that the army of Samsonoff was an-

trlbutcd to the German victory. 
Disappearance of Von Rintelen. 
Even this couutry bus furnished its 
share of mysteries that will perhaps 
never find a solution. There wns 
dipt. Franz von Hintelen, whom ru- 
mor bus credited with royal blood, und 
whose whereubouts have been one of 
the vost vainly guessed-at mysteries 
of the war. It will be recalled that 
the cuptuln fled from his residence, the 
Now York Yacht club, his Boclal 
haunts, and his prominent friends in 
New York, when passport frauds and 
other deviltry In which lie was the 
prime factor were about to be exposed. 
He was taken on the high seas by a 
British cruiser and hurried td Ful- 
tuotith, and there tho trull of his ro- 
mantic during ends. There have been 
those who maintained tluit in the Tow- 
er of London Von Rintelen paid the 
extreme penalty for the muchlnatlons. 
against the allied nations which he' 
carried so netir to brilliant success In 
America und Mexico. Again, It has 
been told with every seeming of au- 
thority that because of his noble birth 
and high position Von Rintelen has 
been a nominal prlsouer of war In 
some coiufortablo' castle not fur from 
London, more served than guarded. 
There Is a third tale that so vital was 
Rlntelen's safety to the kaiser not only 
because of his Importance in the nf« 
fairs of the empire but because of Wll- 
helm's Intimate personal affection for 
him, that his return wits attained by 
exchanging for him a largo group of 
the most Important military prisoners 
held in.Ferliu. .

Xmas Candle and Lamps 

Candles for the lunch or dinner ta- 
ble, candles for the living room and 
candles for the dressing table are 
among the gifts that delight everybody. 
Among them are classed small electric 
lamps (often made to simulate the old- 
fashioned candle) which are used as a 
substitute for candles. Glass cnndle- 
s tick s prove easiest to keep clean and 
shining and are therefore the best 
choice for the dining room and the 
dressing room. Brass or gilded candle- 
sticks, or those of mahogany, are liked 
for living rooms or (he library. 

It Is the gay little shade that makes 
candlelight so fascinating. This year 
there are the usual silk shndes In rose, 
or other colors, with gold lace and the 
tiniest silk flowers festooned on them, 
and shades of many other things. There 
are some wonderfully pretty shades 
made of paper and they Include some 
novelties made of stiff paper as well as 
the popular and familiar crepe paper 
kinds. 

A bedroom candle, all ready to cast 
Its soft glow on the dressing table, Is 




shown at the left of the picture. It 
Is made of thin, white cardboard or 
even thinner paper, with strips of 
black pasted on it. A cluster of three 
small roses and fine foliage, made of 
colored sealing wax decorates the shade 
In two places. T^ie candlestick Is of 
glass and the shade holder slips over 
the top of the candle supporting a 
mica protector for, the paper shade' as 
well as the shade. 

At the right a pretty little lamp is 
made for tho same purpose as the can- 
dle. It is all of paper rope and wire. 
The stand and shade arc white and 
both have small bluebirds of happiness 
(in tide* of sealing wax) pictured in 
flight across them. An unwoven 
splice Is left in the shade for a blue 
satin ribbon, which Is strung through 
It and tied In a bow. The lamp Is fit- 
ted with a small electric bulb ut the 
top. 

Lamps made In the same way for 
the living room are of brown or green 
paper rope with any color in the rib- 
lion, and decorations that may be flow- 
ers or birds or llgures. A chain at- 
tached to the lamp turns the light on 
or off.

A blotter is made of the heavy col- 
ored paper, covered with cretonne, and 
blotters are tied to this cover with 
narrow ribbon. A small round pen- 
wiper is made In the same wny, with 
the cover tied to "circular pieces of 
flannel by a small bow of ribbon.

TUB bureau of the census Is now completing the manufactures census for 
ini'4J This sounds as though the figures might be ancient, but how about 
the time- when this census was made public five years after the work was 
undertaken, and then we thought wo 
were lucky? As n matter of fact, very 
few of us realize the tremendous 
Amount of work that Is turned out by 
Uncle Sam's census ofllce. In addition 
to the manufactures census and the 
general population census, many other 
censuses nre undertaken at stated In- 
tervals, such ns the tobacco census, 
now token four times a year. 

The work of this division of the 
federal government, now the greatest 
statistical olllce In the world, repre

Great Variety of Domes in the National Capital 



By EVA RYMAN-GAILLARD. 
Plants grown for beauty of their 
foliage should be given rather largo 
pots, holding plenty of rich soil, while 
those grown for blossoms should be in 
Bmaller ones. 

Root-bound plants seem to produce 
more and finer blossoms, but this 
should not be construed to mean keep- 
ing them so tightly root-bound that 
they starve to death. 

When the pot is full of roots shift 
the plant to ono an Inch or two larger, 
and fill the spaco with good soil. 

Nover fill a pot so full of soil that 
the water runs off the top instead of 
Bottling into tho soil. Leave a space 
vacant in the top of tho pot, an inch or 
more, according to tho size of tho pot 
and tho amount of water needed by 
tho plant. 

For plants having hard, woody 
Btems, tho soil may be level on tho 
surfaco, and no harm Is done as the 
water standing around tho stem will 
not injure it, but for soft, crown-cen- 
tered plants like tho primrose, tho 
soil should bo higher in the center 
than at the edge. 

it la well, too, to avoid pouring wa- 
ter Into the crown of tho plant, as the 
manner In which tho leaves come up 
makes them drain tho water down in- 
to tho crown of the plant, and pro- 



place pieces of sod on them to hold 
them in place. If this is not done, 
they will be sure to spring back to 
an upright position before you get 
them covered. 

Cover with dry earth to tho depth 
of four inches. If leaves are used, it 
will be necessary to make a little pen 
to confine the leaves. 

After covering the bUBhes with soil 
or leaves provide a second covering 
of boards, or something that will shed 
rain. If water Ib allowed to settle in- 
to tho soil above the bushes, and re- 
main there, they will bo greatly In- 
jured by it. One must plan to keep 
the covering as dry as possible. This 
Is of the greatest importance. If the 
ground is not well drained, make little 
ditches between your plants in tho fall, 
for surplus to run into. 

If tiny seedllngB are to bo potted off, 
then the thumb pot may be best for 
tho first transplanting, but even here 
I would use small, shallow boxes for 
"flats" until tho second or third trans- 
planting would bring tho plants up 
to where thoy are ready for the three- 
inch pots, or tho open ground. 

Tho commercial grower who must 
economize in space, and gives con- 
stant attention to the plants, has use 
for tho smallest pots, but they are a 
nuisance to tho average grower of 
plants.

Plants Grown for Beauty Should Be 
Given Rather Largo Pots. 



duco what is known as "crown-rot," 
which kills all buds which form. 

Much is said of using "thumb pots" 
in which to root cuttings, but (after 
rooting hundreds) I prof or three-inch 
pots to tho smaller oneB. 

Or, you can heap the earth against 
it, on the side toward which you 
propose to bend it, and over this the 
canes can bo bent. I prefer this meth- 
od because it does not disturb the 
roots. The earth should not bo ob 
high -where it touches tho plant as it 
Is a few Inches from it. 

Tho object Is to form a Bupport of 
soil which will enable you to curvo 
tho hushes over it, thus avoiding the 
Bharp sudden bonds which do bo much 
injury to one's plants. 

Lay all tho bUBhes in ono direction, 
placing tho stalks closo together. By 
doing this, much covering can be 
saved.

Successful gardening depends on 
early production. Cold frame plants 
are more certain to live than hotbed 
plants and givo a larger per cent of 
good stuff than do tho moro tender 
hotbed plants. 

To construct ono ubo two frames in- 
stead of one. The larger frame Is four 
and one-half feet by seven and one-half 
feet and one foot deep. The Inner one 
is one foot smaller each way and only 
eight Inches deep. 

Tho space all around tho inner 
frame, six inches wide, is filled with 
dry Bawdust well packed down. 

Tho covering for tho inner frame Is 
a glass-covered sash made to fit quite 
close to tho frame to exclude tho air. 
The outer frame is covered with an 
oiled canvassed frame bo as to be wa- 
terproof. 

A strip of carpet, or other good 
material, is kept over tho inner sash 
in severe weather. 

We prefor shallow frames to keep 
the plants from growing Bplndllng. 

Wo choose a location free from cold 
winds and where a good exposure to 
the sun can bo had. 

In such a frame thero are 3,276 
square inches, and allowing threo 
square inches to tho plant, one can 
havo over 1,000 plants per frame. 

Good rich soil Ib UBed and the under 
soil is made qulto loose to give a 
chance for root growth. It is best to 
grow the plants in the open and trans- 
plant on the approach of severe 
weather. 

Frames of a larger size are not 
easily handled, nor can the same pro- 
tection bo given them. On mild days 
we give light to tho plants by remov- 
ing the outer sash, and If safe we raise 
the inner sash to admit fresh air. 
Those frames are not expensive where 
one can do his own work and thoy add 
a good percent to tho investment
